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The protest against a general adop- 
tion of the articulation system in in- 
structing pupils in deaf-mute schools 
in England, which we reprint from the 
Ldndoii. Tuitux, CM not but strike the 
intelligent and impartial reader as be- 
ing quite a logical as well as a just pro- 
test against a system which can never 
be universally and profitably adopted. 
That mutes will make signs, no mat- 
ter by what method their schooling 
has been imparted, is a fact that no 
one can deny. There are schools in 
this country at which signs are whol- 
ly prohibited, as is also the finger lan- 
guage, yet the graduates of the^e 
schools, with here and there an ex- 
ception, both use the finger alphabet 
and make signs. Only recently we 
attended an exhibition of pupils 
taught by the articulation method, 
and were favorably impressed with the 
proficiency with which the pupils ap- 
peared to graup the words from their 
teacher's lips ; but among the andk 
we observed former pupils — pupils 
who had figured at former exhibition* 
— talking to each other by both the 
sign and finger language. Another 
undisputed fact is that, proportion- 
ately, pupils of schools where 
the sign language is used know 
more about things in general 
and express themselves in the English 
language quite as will, and in many 
eases better than those who are taught 
by the " pure oral " method — the me 
fiod which, it has been claimed, ob- 
viates those grammatical inconsisten- 
I which are peculiar to the deaf 
and dumb. 

About four weeks ago, a young man 
came to the Journal office and sur- 
prised us by his volubility in the use 
of signs, because, it was said, he could 
read the lips well and had been taught 
by the articulation method. If' 
stated that he had been under 
instruction eight years. But this 
same young man could not take from 
our lips a simple sentence, although, 
at the same moment, it was correctly 
interpreted by a young semi-mute 
who had been taught through the 
medium of signs and writing. Taken 
all in all, it is our honest conviction 
that articulation and lip-reading can 
not be of much practical value to the 
majority, that there are a few who 
can be practically benefitted, and that 
ssa means of conveying knowled • 
is inferior to signs, both in regard to 
facility and rapidity. We know, be- 
yond a doubt, that a teacher of artieu- 
lation can make his for her) pupils cor- 
rectly interpret from his (or her) lips, 
but when another person is substitut- 
ed for that teacher, the faculty of lip- 
reading retires to the background. 
In most cases this is true, in all it is 
not. This is exactly our position 
towards the " pure oral" method, and 
our opinion has been based upon im- 
partial observation, not at schools 
alone, but among graduates of schools. 
For the sake of deaf-mutes, we would 
it were otherwise.

He states that there are in 
New England over four hundred deaf- 
mutes of school age who have never 
been under instruction, and earnestly 
suggests that they should be gathered 
together and sent to the Bchools pro- 
vided for them. Instruction is given 
in tailoring, shoemaking, and cabinet- 
making. In the latter shop steam 
power has been furnished for the lathe. 
Mrs. Martha P. Foster, of Norwich, 
Ct., has donated $2000 for the estab- 
lishment of a memorial fund, to be 
called " The Ellen Lyman Publication 
Fund," in memory of her sister, a for- 
mer pupil of the Institution. The 
income of the fund is to be devoted to 
publishing text books or other litera- 
ture specially helpful to deaf-mutes.

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BACCALAUREATE SERMON, 

by tho President. The annual dis- 
course, is always one of great interest, 
and though the weather was execs 
bively warm, tho chapel was filled by 
an interested audience, who were well 
repaid for their attention. 

The Dr. choose for his text verso G 
of Psalm lxxxvii. " I have said ye 
ids ; and all of yon are children 
of the most High." Ho stated the 
subject of his sermon to bo " Tho 
possibility of making human life su- 
blime." The discourse opened with a 
reference tO ihe natural pride men 
fake in having a noble ancestor, and 
how from this fact men often feel 
inspired to try and equal, or if possi-

The speaker then alluded to the 
lives of many gi eat men which have 
reached their earthly limit during the 
college year just about closing, and 
then, questioned the cause of their 
greatness. Taking Garfield as an 
example, the Dr. showed that the 

sublimity of (infield's life did not 
consist of his mere mental ability, 
military achievements, congressional 

career, or power as an orator; for 
many whose lives were not sublime 
havo equalled Garfield in all these 
things. The sublimity of his life 
rested rather on his moral qualities 
his devotion to principal, purity of his 
private and public career, his charity 
towards his enemies, and patient 
heroism under his long, last suffer 
ings. The points which made Long- 
fellow's life sublime were next, ana- 
lyzed, and from these two illustra- 
tions if was shown how those who 
oannot expect to be great in the 
sense of being prominent, may yet 
hope lo make their lives sublime. It 
was shown how this might lie done, 
that it is within the reach of nil, and 
is really the result of a well built 
characler. 

In closing, the question was asked. 

"Do any, tempted by indolence, ask 

i- in' Inmi '! What is to be gained by 
making one's life sublime »" and the 
answer was given, " We satisfy what 
ought tO be the longing of every 
soul. We honor (iod- -our Father. 
We help our fellowmen." Tin* conclud- 
ing words were the following :"During 
the months in which our college year 
will occur, li'i' hope, the deal ii 
of a man who illustrates probably as 
well as any one has ever done, the 
depth of depravity to which human 
Character can sink. We all deserve 
to attain the sublime in human life 
as illustrated by Garfield, Lot us so 

carefully guard each act of our lives 
that We shall not, even have a tcndeii 
CV toward that degradation which is

Other Interesting Whisper:. 



(From our Regular Correspondent.) 



As is well known, the First Na- 
tional Convention of Deaf Mutes wan 
held at Cincinnati, Ohio, daring 
gust, 1880. 

Then and there it was decided to 
hold the next convention in New 
Nork City, dnring August, 1883. 

The time is rapidly approaching. 
It seem* that som« objection is made 
to New York by certain persons who, 
living at a distance from this place, 
wish it to he held nearer their home. 
This is, of course, natural, hut the 
convenience of Eastern deaf muteH 
as well as those living in the 
Central States, ought also to be taken 
into considerate. 

If the convention is again held in a 
Western State, as it was in 1880, it 
will gain very few new members,, as 
nearly all the mates residing in that 
section who wish to become members 
have already joined. Again, the 
Mtcrn deaf-mute societies would 
probably be unwilling to again incur 
the expense of sending delegates to 
the Western States. 

The only way for the convention to 
be a permanent success, is to hold the 
meetings in different parts of the 
United States, every three years. 
Aboat the refusal of the railroad 
companies to give reduced lates to tin- 
East, as a Western correspondent has 
it, it seems exceedingly ridiculous to 
ask for such a thing a year before the 
occasion. East of Chicago, three or 
four great railroads are constantly at 
war with each other regarding pas 
senger rates. Each is daily striving 
to get down to such a low figure as to 
drive the other out of the field — with 
such rivalry, any one of the coin 
panies would gladly give reduced 
rate*. Or what is better a car could 
be chartered by those coming East 
from Chicago which would bring them 
right through to New York. 

Setting tho question of fare aside, 
what city is more suitable for holding 
the Convention? Surely New York 
takes the lead. The great desire of 
the millions (deaf-mutes included) re- 
siding out west is to get a glance at 
* York. One week's sojourn in 
the Metropolitan City furnishes a 
theme of conversation for years. 

In no city in the world can so much 
instrnction and amusement be got for 
the money 

New York is the Cosmopolitan City 
of the world. People from all the 
parts of the globe jostle each other 
on Broadway. The almcnd-eyed SOS 
of Asia with his qneer white 
shoes is seen. The Russian, clo 
in furs, just landed, lazily wanders 
through the thoroughfares, the Pole, 
the German, the swarthy Italian, the 
wandering Arab, the sleepy-looking 
Turk, the Spaniard, tho Norwegian, 
the Swede, in short, representatives 
from every part of the globe.
